Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. IHill argued that the prior art applied against the claims of the 
instant application do not meet the limitations of his invention. Discussions were had between the limitations of the 
claims of record and the prior art applied against the claims currently of record including the reading of Villanueva et al. 
on the claims of the application. Mr. Hill discussed his proposed changes to the claims which have not been ofTicially 
made of record. Mr. Hill's concems are that in the instant application, the weight of the piston head is doing the 
pumping and there was a flexible connection between the buoy and the piston head that prevents the weight of the 
buoy from aiding in the pumping. The proposed claims by the examiner, written on 1/312/07. were discussed in that 
the examiner of record had written claims that would read over the prior art of record. Mr. Hill's proposed changes to 
the examiner's proposed claims have not been officially submitted to the Office but were discussed as well. Mr. Hill 
further discussed his Request for Reconsideration that he faxed in on 3/26/07 and Director Young suggested that he 
submit them formally with the proper fee for extensions of time. Mr. Hill further suggested that he was going to file for a 
Preliminary Appeal Conference as well as a Notice of Appeal. It was suggested that he do these separately so as to 
keep it clear what was intended to be included it each filing and so that it may be properly entered into the application. 
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
